Counsellor 
Kozatov 
Says 


Agreement Has No Relation 


to American Problems. 


PBTROGRAD, July 12.—The charge 


that Japan's possible

United States was the motive behind 
the1 Russo-Japanese treaty, was of- 
ficially denied here today by Counsel- 
lor G. Kozatov of the department of 
foreign affairs.

peatedly attempted to Induce Russia 
to join against Japan to block Jap- 
anese Interests. Therefore, the treaty 
really had a two-fold purpose. First, 
Russia^ for the next decade, must con- 
centrate her attention on Europe, hav- 
ing no time to look eastward, so she 
felt thn need of an ally In the Far 
East to protect her"Interests there. 
Secondly, Russia has r»q intention'of 
allowing Germany to do to China what 
she did tb Turkey. That Is all there 
is to It.

In the past the supplies'-.of the 
department have been kept In a more or 
less haphazard manner In a room at the 
Oakland high school, and there has been 
but little system In the method of hand- 
ling the supplies, carrying them to dif- 
ferent schools on requisition, or keeping 
a proper inventory. 


The school department, store will be 


established at the mechanics shop build-

storing of.supplies In this building, and 
with the expenditure or a few hundred 
dollars H will be'possible to put in cabi- 
nets, and shelves-for the safe-keeping of 
the supplies. 
The shops are centrally 


located for the entire city, and this will 
facilitate the prompt delivery of articles 
requisitioned by tha various schools. 
. The creation of a school department 
store and the appointment of a store- 
keeper to havo charge Is part of the plan 
of reorganization of the department on 
an efficiency basis recommended by the 
civil service board.

The storekeeper to be appointed win 
have full charge of tho store, will ra- 
celva tho. supplies purchased wholesale 
"by Purchasing Agent Harry Bridgeman, 
and -will bo responsible for their safe- 
keeping. He will keep a. careful check 
on the distribution of supplies, and a 
monthly inventory. He will work directly 
under the supervision of the business 
manager. 


It is expected-that large saving in the 


cost1 of handling supplies can ba effected 
under the new plan. The waste caused 
by over-purchasing because It was not 
known what supplies were on hand, or 
In what quantities, will be eliminated.

• So declares Dr. David Starr Jordan, 
former chancellor of Stanford University, 
who has just returned from 
El Paso, 


•where he observed conditions first hand. 


Dr. Jordan interviewed prominent Jfex- 


icans, talked to advocates of both war 
and peace among- the people across the 
border, looked Into economic conditions, 
and Investigated all phases of the situa- 
tion. 


"We have far less excuse," he said, "to 


Intervene in Mexico than Austria had in 
Servla." 


Chancellor Jordan continued: 
"Military 
force 
consists 
in 
killing' 


enough people so that the others will 
be terrorized or paralyzed. 
Military in- 


tervention would terrorize and paralyze 
the best elements, those by whom the re- 
generation of a backward and suffering 
country depend. 
"We have a treaty with Mexico pro- 


vided that all such differences as we 
now are encountering shall be referred 
to arbitration. 
To make a scrap-heap 


of this treaty and proceed to the con- 
quest of Mexico for the purpose of re- 
storing the old regime would be Intoler- 
able to the American people." 
Dr. Jordan summed up the present na- 


tional tenor In Mexico as follows: 


"The Mexican revolution with all Its 


crudities and brutalities I found had a 
very definite purpose. 
Briefly, this pur- 


pose was to get rid of the medieval or- 
ganization left by the Spanish occupa- 
tion. 


LAND PROBLEM. 


"The land was divided into enormous 


tracts, held largely 
by 
non-residents, 


upon which the ordinary people, peons, 
were little more than slaves. They were 
held in a condition in which vice, disease 
and cruelty predominated. Besides that, 
the great -resources of the country had 
been peddled out in concessions to na- 
tives and foreigners, largely Americans, 
Germans and British. The pawn-broking 
banker system had loaned the national 
money on ruinous rates. 


"Order was maintained by armed force 


and by the personal popularity of Forflrlo 
Diaz. 
When Diaz grew old and feeble 


the revolution was Inevitable because ex- 
tortion and disorder existed everywhere. 


"During the various stages of the revo- 


lution there were many atrocities. Men 
,of the common sort became generals, sup- 
porting themselves by brigandage, a busi- 
ness more profitable for peons than ordi- 
nary work. 
Carranza. came to be the 


representative of law and order, and as 
"such was wisely recognized by the United 
States. and 
by 
the South American 
republics.

The City Council today refused to adopt 


tho ordinance submitted by C. S. Mac- 
Mullen relative to his old position of 
"revenue expert" to the city. ''jilad the 
council passed the measure. Kadtullen 
•would have been given bqck-his old posi- 
tion of expert which he gave up last 
year under fire. The resolution adopted 
by tho council this morning is as follows- 


THE RESOLUTION. 


Resolved, That the following: shall be 


and is the statement of the council nf 
the city of Oakland of the reasons why 
..the ordinance proposed by C. S. !rfacMul- 
len and contained in the affidavit filed r-y 
him in the office of the clerk of the city 
of Oakland an the 8th day of July, 191G, 
declaring; his intention to secure the sub- 
mission of said proposed ordinance to a 
vofe of the electors by an initiative peti- 
tion, should not bo adopted, to wit: 


'T^ast year the position of revenue ex- 


pert was (.-rested and MacMullen ap- 
pointed at an annual ealary'of $2700, upon 
his representation that he would correct 
omissions in the collection of revenues 
and place upon the assessment books 
much property which he claimed had es- 
caped taxation. After holding said posi- 
tion for about three months MacMullen 
refused to take civil service examination 
and resigned, having neither reported any 
data, nor corrected any alleged omissions 
or delinquencies In the collection of rev- 
enues, nor placed upon the assessment 
books any property said by him to have 
escaped taxation. The position was then 
abolished. • He has not now pointed out 
lo this council any such omissions, de- 
linquencies or property.

Also, It •would 
be a. subversion of tho principles of civil 
service which forbid th-5 repeated creation 
and filling; of positions without civil service 
examination.

Berkeley, bookkeeper in the 
Crocker National bank who occupies a 
cell in tha city prison this morning and 
faces a charge cf embezzling $1000. 
The 
total amount of Brunton's alleged steal- 
ings will reach, it IB said, ?S600, and ex- 
perts are still at work making an inves- 
tigation. 
It was learned today that Brunton may 
escape the consenuences of his act unless 
the case rgalnst him is transferred to the 
Ftderal court. Embezzlement from a na- 
tional bank Is a United States offense.and 
while Bmnton is now charged 
In 
the 
State court It is believed the case will 
have to be turned over to Federal juris- 
diction. 


AVhen Charles F. Baker of Oakland, as- 
sistant cashier of the Crocker National 
bank, after the misappropriation of more 
than 
$100,0< 0 was 
taken Into custody, 
April 8, 1913, he was turned over to the 
United States court charged with violat- 
ing Section 520S of the revised statute, 
lie pleaded guilty and although the. bank 
was not.disposed to prosecute, Judge Van 
Fleet (rave him ten years In San Quentln. 
His offense, the 
abstracting 
of 
funds 
from a national bank, was identical with 
that of Brunton. 
"The bank has no disposition to prose- 
cute this young man." explained Presi- 
dent William, II. Crocker today. "I am 
sorry for him and for his family and If 
the matter is left to us we will decline 
to appear against him. Ho was recom- 
mended to the bank strongly, had g:ood 
connections and we are extremely sorry 
that he has been found short in his ac- 
counts. 
The matter has been placed'in 
the hands of tho insurance company." 


BONDING COMPANY LENIENT.

FAILURE.OF THE DIRECT-PRIMARY 


If ever-fiere -was a device of the devil 


In politics. It Is the direct primary. 


How d<d it come about? 
There had 


been some abuse of the caucus and con- 
vention system. It was charged that cor- 
rupt influences controlled nominations by 
means of the packed caucus. In some In- 
stances, .they did. 
Under 
the spur of 


bitter factional contests, 
many 
things 


were done at once disgusting and dis- 
graceful. But all the evils Incident to the 
caucus system could have been remedied 
by a simple statute legalizing the caucus 
and layinjf down rules 
for its'conduct- 


There waa no need to abandon the basic 
principles of representative government. 
Even the caucus system- as it existed 
could have been rendered much less harm- 
ful by a strict attention to civic duty on 
the part of the people. 
How. many pre- 


cincts could have been controlled through 
a- packed caucus, if the decent voters of 
every precinot had-mads It a point to 
attend the caucus? But such a thing a* 
attempting to remedy a political defect 
by devotion to ..the ordinary duties of 
citizenship does not appeal to the aver- 
age American. .He wants a legislative 
remedy, a new law, a cure-all that will 
enforce itself. 
And so these negligent 


citizens who never went to a caucus in 
their lives, ,nnd who often had to be 
dragged to the polls by party 'workers; 
besan to clamor for primary law, led 
on by politicians who hoped to profit by 
such enactment. 
They raised the cry of 


"Back to the People! 
Let the 
People 


rule"—those same People who went to 
the theater or to . the 
club on caucus 


ni&hta. 


What has been the result? 
Has the 


boss been dethroned? 
Does the office 


seek the mari? 'Have the people greater 
power over nominations than they had 
under the old system? Has tho personnel 
of officeholders improved?

The' only thing left to, the peopla 


is vto choose from the list presented on 
the primary ballot.

drafting a man at an especially Import- 
ant hour for a mighty task is absolutely, 
Impossible.

America was the personnel :of public life 
so weak and Incompetent as it Is too'ay. 


•Tne. original advocates of the primary, 


who were honest, went upon the theory 
that every^, vo'ter is .deeply interested' in 
public,, affairs, and that, U given direct 
responsibility, he *rould carefully weigh 
the qualincatldna of 
all the candidates, 


and that only fit men-would have charjco. 
Now, disagreeable , as the truth Is, the 
average voter is not deeply Interested In 
public affairs.' The average voter knows 
little and cares less about things politi- 
cal, 
unless some personal or financial 


InterestMs directly involved. In the sec- 
ond j place, even the most Intelligent voter 
Is helpless when it comes to choosing a 
host of candidates., through the medium 
of the primary, ballot. 
It is. for; tho 


most, part, . a .list: of, unknown names. 
Often the' most intelligent voter knows 
nothing about ninety-five 
per cent of 


them, and as a rule, he votes for the first 
name on the list under the several head- 
Ings. 
When the Iowa primary law was 


first' enacted, it provided that tho names 
of the candidates for. the. several offices 
io be nominated should be.arranged on 
the -bnllot In .alphabetical order. What 
was the .result? Why, A beat B, and B 
beat C when .there was no A-, .and'so on 
throughout the length of the ballot. Fin- 
ally they changed tho law,' and arranged 
it so that every candidate has his name 
flrst on'the list in a proportionate num- 
ber of counties. 
That ' helps the men 


whose names begin with X. T or Z. But 
what a commentary it Is on the worth of 
the law as a measure of reform, and ori 
the Intelligence of the average voter!—AV.

"Tho feet should ba exercised nightly 
Jn tha way of plokingr up small .objects, 
like a marble, a cork or a knife." 
At the Charing Cress clinic, San Fran- 
cisco, they have devised a special "boot" 
which Is a sort of bandage soaked In 
modlclne that Is worn on the foot at 
night..

York banking circles to prepare the way
